Statement of sendees for which the decoration has been 
Awarded. 

On April 2. 1963, information was received that the noto- 
rious dacolt Brijendra Singh was waiting in village Kumh- 
raur, P.C. Rajepur, Fateligarh District, for some of his 
associates prior to committing a dacoity. 

A police force under Shri R. N. S. Tyagi, Deputy Superin- 
tendent, reached Kumhraur at about 8.00 p.m. and surround- 
ed the house in which the dacoits were reported to be. When 
called on to surrender, the dacoits opened fire on the Police 
and a gun battle then took place lasting about half an hour. 
Finding this mode of dislodging the dacoits ineffective, the 
Deputy Superintendent along with an Inspector, Sub-Inspec- 
tor Ramindra Narain Pande and two other Sub-Inspectors, 
rushed through the main gate of the house and entered the 
first room. The two Sub-Inspectors then, went into another 
room suspected to be occupied but as they stepped into it 
they were fired at and forced to withdraw. Sub-Tnspector 
Ramindra Narain Pande, despite the obvious danger to his 
life, then went into the room and flashing hia torch round the 
room saw dacoit Brijendra Singh crouching behind a cot and 
ahot him dead. As Shri Pande left the room, the other dacoits 
opened fire. Finding their position untenable, the five officers 
withdrew again to "the gate. The Police then fired a Very 
Light which set fire to the thatched roof of the house, so 
compelling the two other dacoits Janki and Ram Saran to 
come out: In the encounter that ensued they were shot dead. 

Shri Ramindra Narain Pande showed conspicuous galiantrv 
and devotion to duty of a very high order in entering a dark 
room and shooting dead a well armed and notorious criminal,

2, The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix

3. Candidates who obtain stich minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as may -as fixed by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion shall be summoned by them for an 
interview tor a personality test. 

After every examination, candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in order of merit as disclosed by the aggre- 
gate macks finally awarded to each candidate, and in that 
order so many candidates up to the number Of unreserved 
vacancies as are found by the Commission in their discretion 
to be qualified by the examination and are considered by 
Government or the appointing authority, as the case may be, 
to be suitable in all other respects, shall be appointed : 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission for any Service, 
is declared by them to be suitable for appointment thereto 
with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of adminis- 
tration, shall be entitled to be appointed to vacancies reserved 
lor members of Ihc Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes, as .the case may be, in that Service. 

in VKW of the possibility of the separation of Audit from 
Accounts and other reforms., the Constitution of the Indian 
Audit and Accounts Service is liable to undergo changes and 
any candidate selected for that Service will have no claim for 
compensation in consequence of any such changes and will 
be liable to serve either in the separated Accounts Offices 
under the Central or State Government or in the Statutory 
Audit Offices under the Comptroller and Auditor General and 
to be absorbed finally if the exigencies of service require it 
in the cadres on which posts in the separated Accounts 
Offices under the Central or State Governments may be 
borne. 

Due consideration will be given to tho preferences express- 
ed by a candidate at the time of his application, but the 
Government of India reserve the right to assign him to any 
Service for which he is a candidate. 

Provided that a candidate who has already been appoint- 
ed to a permanent post in a Class I Service on the 
results of an earlier I.A.S. etc. Examination will 
not be considered for allotment to another Class I 
Service on the results of a later examination. 

NOTE — The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

4. The combined competitive examination for recruitment 
to I.A.S. etc. is to be treated as comprising three separate 
and distinct examinations for three categories of Services, viz 
(I) I.A.S. and I.F.S. (II) I.P.S. and Delhi and Himachal 
Pradesh Police Service and (III) Central Services and Delhi 
and Himachal Pradesh Civil Service. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled 
Caste or Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the formor 
French Settlements or is not a resident of Andaman & Nico- 
bar Islands or is not a repatriate from Ceylon or is not a 
resident of the former Portuguese Territories of Goa, Daman 
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and Dili in India, shall be permitted to compete more than 
two times at the examination for each of the three categories 
of Services mentioned in Rule 4 above, but this restriction 
is effective from the examination held in 1961. 

NOTE — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at 
the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

6. (a) (i) A candidate for the Indian Administrative 
Service, the Indian Foreign Service and for all the remaining 
•ervices, excepting the Indian Police Service and Delhi an5 
Himachal Pradesh Police Service mentioned in paragraph 1 
above must have attained the age of 21 and must not have 
attained the age of 24 on the 1st August, 1964, i.e. he must 
have been born not earlier than 2nd August, 1940 and not 
later than 1st August, 1943. 

(ii) A candidate for the Indian Police Service and Delhi 
and Himachal Pradesh Police Service must have attained the 
ftge of 20 and must not have attained the age of 24 on the 
1st August, 1964, I.e. he must have been born not earlier 
than 2nd August, 1940 and not later than 1st August, 1944. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above will be relax- 
able : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the former French Settlements, which 
have now become part of India, and has been 
receiving education through the medium of French; 

(iii) up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is 
a resident of Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
an Indian citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon; 
and 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the former Portuguese Territories of 
Ooa. Daman and Diu in India." 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

7. A candidate already in Government Service, whether in 
a permanent or a temporary capacity, must obtain prior per- 
mission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
Examination. 

8. (a) A candidate for the Indian Administrative Service 
and Indian Foreign Service must hold a degree in Arts, 
Science (but not a Science degree in Technology or Chemical 
Engineering): Commerce, Agriculture or in Civil, Mechanical 
or " Electrical (including Tele-Communication) Engineering 
of one of the Universities enumerated in Appendix I, or 
possess one of the qualifications 1 to 9 mentioned in Appendix 
1-A. 

A candidate holding the LL.B. degree of Bombay Poona, 
Oujarat and Kamatak Universities (revised course) or the 
B.L. degree of Andhra University is also eligible for the 
Indian Administrative Service and Indian Foreign Service. 

Candidates, who hold LL.B., degree of the Bombay Uni- 
versity (revised course) but were exempted from any of the 
papers of the prescribed course on the ground of their being 
members of the University Officers Training Corps or National 
Cadet Corps, will however, not be eligible for the Indian 
Administrative Service and Indian Foreign Service. 

NOTE — Any question whether a candidate is educationally 
eligible for admission to the examination shall be decided by 
the Commission whose decision will be final. 

(b) A candidate for the other Services except for the 
Transportation (Traffic) and Commercial Departments must 
be a graduate of one of the Universities enumerated in 
Appendix I or must possess one of the qualifications men- 
tioned in Appendix I-A. 

(c) A candidate for the Transportation (Traffic) and 
Commercial Departments of the Superior Revenue Establish- 
ment of Indian Railways must : — 

(i) hold a degree of one of Ihe Universities enumerated 
in Appendix I; or possess one of the qualifications 
mentioned In Appendix I-A; or 

(ii) have passed Sections A and B of the Associate mem- 
bership examination of the Institution of Engineers 
(India); or have such educational qualifications as 
are now or may subsequently be recognised by that 
Institution as exempting candidates from passing 
Sections A and B of that examination; or 

(in) hold the Associateship or Fellowship of the Indian 
Institute of Science, Bangalore; or 

(iv) hold the Hons. Diploma in Civil, Mechanical or 
Electrical Engineering of the Loughborough College. 
Leicestershire. Such a candidate must h"ave passed 
the common preliminary examination or must have 
been exempted therefrom; or 

(v) have passed the Graduate Membership Examination 
of the Institution of Tele-Communication Engineers 
(India); or 


(vi) have passed the Graduate Membership Examination 
of the British Institute of Radio Engineers (London) 
held after November, 1959. 

The Graduate Membership Examination of the British 
Institute of Radio Engineers (London) held prior to Novem- 
ber, 1959 is also acceptable subject to the following condi- 
tions : — 

(1) that the candidates who have passed the examina- 
tions held prior to November, 1959 should have 
appeared and passed in the following additional 
subjects : 

(i) Principles and applications of Electrical Engi- 
neering (in accordance with the syllabus pres- 
cribed in Section A of Post-1959 Scheme). 

(ii) Mathematics II (in accordance with the sylla- 
bus prescribed in Section B of Post — 1959 
Scheme). 

(2) that the candidates concerned should produce a cer- 
tificate from the British Institute of Radio. Engineers 
(London) In fulfilment of the condition prescribed 
at (1) above. 

(d) In exceptional cases the Union Public Service Com- 
mission may treat a candidate, who has not any of the fore- 
going qualifications, as a qualified candidate provided that 
So Sas passed examinations conducted by other institutions, 
the standard of which in Ihe opinion of the Commission, 
justifies his adrhission to the examination. 

NOTE I. — Candidates who have appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render them eligible to appear at 
this examination but have not been informed of the result 
may apply lor admission to the examination. Candidates 
who intend to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply provided the qualifying examination is completed 
beiore the commencement of this examination. Such can- 
didaics will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in 
any case not later than two months after the commencement 
of this examination. 

NOTE II. — Candidates who are otherwise qualified but who 
have taken degrees from Foreign Universities which are not 
included in Appendix J, may also apply to the Commission 
and may be admitted to the examination at the discretion of 
the Commission. 

9. (1) For the Indian Administrative Service and the 
Indian Police Service, a candidate must be a citizen of India. 

(2) For other services, a candidate must be cither — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories 

(c), (d), (e) and (f) above shall "be a person In 
whose favour a certificate of eligibility has been 

f ranted by the Government of India, and if he 
elongs to category (f) the certificate of eligibility, 
will be valid only for a period of one year from the 
date of his appointment beyond which such a can- 
didate will be retained in service subject to his 
having acquired Indian citizenship; 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the 19th July, 1948, and have ordinarily been resid- 
• ing in India since then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
the 18th July, 1948 and have got themselves register- 
ed as citizens under Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) labove who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th Janu- 
ary, 1950, and who have continued in such servico 
since then. Any such person who re-enter such service 
with break after the 26th January, 1950,, will, how- 
even, require certificate of eligibility in the usual 
way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to cate- 
gories (c), (d) and (e) above will not be eligible 
lor appointment to the Indian Foreign Service. 

A candidate in whoso cose a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted lo the examination and he may 
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also provisionally bo appointed lubjoct to the accessary cer- 
tifl.cj.ta being granted in hi* favour by the Government. 

10. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void by reason of its- taking place 
during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services, appointments to which 
arc made on the results of this competitive examination 
unless the Government of India, after being satisfied that 
there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any male 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by rea- 
son of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who has married a person who has a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment 
to any of the Services, appointments to which arc made on 
the results of this competitive examination, unless the 
Government of India, after being satisfied that there are 
special grounds for doing so, exempt any female candidate 
from the operation of this rule. 

ll.lt will be open to the Government of India, not to 
appoint to the Indian Administrative Service/Indian Police 
Service/Delhi and Himachal Pradesh Civil Service/Delhi and 
Himachal Pradesh Police Service, a woman candidate who 
is married or to require such a candidate who is not married, 
to resign from the service in the event of her marrying sub- ' 
sequently if the maintenance of ihe efficiency of the Service 
so requires. 

12. For the Indian Foreign Service a woman candidate is 
eligible only if she is unmarried or a widow without encum- 
brances. If such a candidate is selected, she will be 
appointed on the express condition that she might be called 
upon to resign from the service on marriage or remarriage. 

A male candidate, married to a person of a nationality 
other than his own, will not ordinarily be appointed to the 
Indian Foreign Service. If a candidate after appointment to 
the Indian Foreign Service, proposes to marry a person of 
a nationality other than his own, hu must notify tho Secre- 
tary, Ministry of External Affairs, of his intention. The 
Government of India reserve the right to require him to 
resign if he marries such a person. 

13. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A 
candidate who after such medical examination as Government 
or the appointing authority, as the case may be, may pres- 
cribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be 
appointed. Any candidate Called for the Personality Test by 
the Commission may be required to undergo medical 
examination. 

NOTE — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government Medi- 
cal Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before apply- 
ing for admission to the examination. Particulars of the 
nature of the medical test to which candidates will be sub- 
jected before appointment and of the standards required are 
given in Appendix V — to these Rules. 

14. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service, 

15. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a. candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

16. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion'' 

17. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 
III to these Rules. No claim for a refund of any of the fees 
will be entertained except to the extent stated in that Appen- 
dix nor can the fees be held in reserve for any other exami- 
nation or selection. 

18. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission. 

19. A candidate found guilty of impresonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of .making statements which are incorrect 
or false or suppressing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination or of misbeha- 
viour in the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering 
himself liable to a criminal prosecution, he debarred either 
permanently or for a specified period : 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government.

No. 026 (Fabrics, n.e.s. carded yarn) (other than Hand- 
woven fabrics) from India to the USA under the quota for 
1964-65. 

2. For purposes of licensing, the shipment period will be 
from 17th April 1964 to 16th April 1965. 

3. Licences shall be valid for shipment from any port in 
. India. 

4. Licences under the Scheme shall be issued by the loint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the 
basis of the quota certificates issued foy the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay (Texprocil) on the re- 
commendation of the U.S. Textiles Licensing Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

5. The US Textiles Licensing Advisoiw Committee consists 
of three representative nominated each by the Indian Cotton 
Mills Federation and the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council and one representative each nominated by the loint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. Bombay and the 
Textile Commissioner, Bombay. 

6. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without 
the express consent in writing of the US Textiles Licensing 
Advisory Committee. 

7. Reserved quotas will be allotted by the USA Textiles 
Licensing Advisory Committee to the established exporters 
on the basis of their average exports of each of the four res- 
tricted categories in the catendar years 1960, 1961 and 1962. 

Unreserved quotas in the categories 022 and 026 shall also 
be granted. 

8. All shipments of cotton textiles made during each 
month from any port in India shall be reported by the expor- 
ters concerned to the Cotton Textile Export Promotion Coun- 
cil by the 10th of the next month. 

9. A charge of Rs. 2.50 per 10,000 sq, yds. will be levied 
by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council for issue 
of the' quotas. 

10. The US Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee is 
empowered to frame rules and regulations from time to time 
inter alia to provide for the conaitions to be complied with 
by an applicant before he would be eligible to quota. 

11. The U.S. Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall

— In the Northern region comprising 
the States of lammu and Kashmir, Punjab, Rajasthan, U.P, 
and the Union Territories of Delhi and Himachal Pradesh, 
a stage has now been reached when, a coordinated plan for 
establishing a regional power grid system, inter-connecting 
the various state "grids, is desirable with ’a view to deriving 
the maximum possible benefits from the available hydro- 
electric and fuel resources in the region. The Governments 
of J, & K., Punjab, Rajasthan, U.P. ."and Himachal Pradesh, 
and the Electric Supply Undertaking of the Municipal Cor- 
poration of Delhi, have unanimously accepted the necessity 
of establishing a regional agency for the Northern region to 
implement the concept of coordinated operation of "power 
systems. It has also been agreed by them that this agency 
should be set up immediately "and designated as the Northorn 
Regional Electricity Board. 

2. In pursuance of the above, the Government of India 
hereby establishes the Northern Regional Electricity Board. 
The members of the Board will be the following : — 

(i) Minister for Irrigation. «nd Power lammu and 

Kashmir. 

(ii) The Chairman, Punjab Sfate Electricity Board; 

(iii) The Chairman, Rajasthan State Electricity Board; 
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(iv) The Chairman, U.P. State Electricity Board; 

(v) The Chairman, Delhi Electric Supply Committee; 

(vi) Chief Secretary, Himachal Pradesh; 

(vii) A. representative of the Central Electricity Autho- 
rity; and 

(viii) The Member-Secretary. 

The Chairman of the Punjab State Electricity Board shall 
be the Chairman of the Regional Board for a period of two 
years. Thereafter, members" from Delhi, Himachal Pradesh, 
Jammu and Kashmir, Rajasthan and U.P. shall be the 
Chairmen for a period of one year each by rotation, in 
alphabetical order. • 

3. The Headquarters of the Board will be located at New 
Delhi. 

4. The Secretariat of the Board will be headed by the 
Member-Secretary of the Board, of the rank of a Chief 
Engineer who snail be appointed by the Central Electricity 
Authority, together with other staff for the Secretariat. 

5. The Board shall be advisory and it shall discharge the 
following functions : 

(1) Reviewing the progress of power development 
schemes in the region. 

(2) Planning and ensuring integrated operation of the 
systems in the region in such a manner that at any 
time the total amount of electricity generated and 
transmitted shall give the maximum possible bene- 
fits to the region as a whole. 

(3) Preparation of coordinated overhaul and mainte- 
nance programme for the generating plants in the 
region. 

(4) Determining the generation schedules to be follow- 
ed by the constituent systems. 

(5) Determining the quanta of power available for 
exchange from time to time between the States, over 
and ab A B the requirements of each State. 

(6) Deterrnf A ion of a suitable tariff structure to 
Govern exchanges of power within the region. 

(7) Consideration of any other relevant matter for 
appropriate action theron. 

The functioning of the Board will not in any manner 
affect the existing position in regard to the generation and 
distribution of electricity within a" State/Union Territory, 

6. The Board will frame its own rules of business for the 
conduct of its meetings and other cognate matters.
